NORTH SEA STILL BEING 
MINED BY GERMANS 
London, Aug, 28.—The British 
official news bureau says : . 


“The admiralty draws attention 
to its previous warning to neutrals 
of the danger of traversing the 
North Sea, The Germans con- 
tinue their practice of scattering 
mines indiscriminately on the 
ordinary trade routes. 

“These mines don’t conform to 
the conditions of the Hague con- 
vention; they don’t become harm- 
lese after a certain number of 
hours; they are not laid with a 
definite military scheme, such as 
the closing of a military port, or as 
a distinct operation against a 
fighting fleet, but appear to be 
scattered on the chance of catch- 
ing individual British war or 
merchant vessels, 

“Having this policy, neutral 
ships, whatever their destination, 
are exposed to the gravest danger. 

“Two Danish vessels, the steam. 
er Maryland and the steamer 
Broberg, have within the last 
twenty-four hours been destroyed 
by these deadly engines in the 
North Sea, while travelling on the 
ordinary trade routes and a con- 
silerable distance from the British 
coast, 

“In addition to this, it is report- 
ed that two Dutch steamers clear- 
ing from Swedish ports were blown 
up by German minesin the Gulf 
of Finland. 

“In the circumstances the 
admiralty desires to impress not 
only on the British but on neutral 
shipping the vital importance of 
rat 
sailing the North Sea to ascertain 
according to the latest information 
the routes‘and channels which the 
admiralty is keeping swept and

How Medicine Hat Board of Trade 
Fought For Home Products 


The Medicine Hat Board of Trade 
a few weeks ago waited on the Board 
of Education with reapect to the con- 
tract for bricks for a new school that 
city is erecting.
